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Auction Sales. 


The sale of what the catalogue compiler 
calls ‘“‘ The Entire Private Library of the 
late Hon, Albert G. Greene, formerly resi- 
dent of Providence, R. I., and more re- 
cently of Cleveland, Ohio,” commenced at 
the auction rooms of Messrs. Bangs, Mer- 
win & Co., on Monday, March zgth, and 
lasted one week. 

The catalogue is a portly volume of 521 
pages, describing 6742 lots of books and 
pamphlets, 

Its preparation must have occupied months, 
but the result is a complicated affair—neither 
alphabetical nor classified, but a little of both. 

The cover gives an epitome of the con- 
tents in the following advertisement :— 


“This Lisrary embraces an immense num- 
ber of volumes, many of which concern the 
Earty Hisrory or America,—and of Pam- 
PHLETs and other works that were printed in 
New England, relating to its history, espe- 
cially to that of the State of Rhode Island. 
It also comprehends an unusual collection of 
American Poetry, rare volumes of early 
Encusn Porrry, and Scarce Books in the 
various departments of Americaa and Euro- 
pean Literature.” 

Then comes the “‘ Notice” in the same ele- 
gant style :— 








“The present Catalogue comprises the en- 
tire Private* Library of Judge Greene, with 
the exception of duplicate volumes of the 
same edition. No beoks have been added to 
the collection for sale.t 

“‘Judge Greene’s Library wascollected for 
his own use, } and is singularly varied and 
extensive. A man of delicate literary 
taste, it is not strange that in it are to be 
found many volumes of rare English Poetry 
not commonly met with.|| His antiquarian 
collection also led him to perfect, as far as he 
might, his collections relating to American 
History, and especially to that of his native 
State. His collection of Pamphlets was 
large and carefully arranged.” 

“The special feature of his Library, and 
the one by which it was the most widely 
known, is the department of American 
Poetry, which is catalogued by itself. It is 
probably the largest collection existing of 
that department. 

“** The books are supposed to be perfect and 
in fair condition unless otherwise noted 
The American books are mostly in the same

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condition as published, very few having been 
rebound. A large majority of those in boards 
are uncut. Many of the volumes of the 
English poetry are bound substantially in 
calf and are in good condition.” 

This is scarcely Addisonian—indeed it 
seems based on some recent efforts of the 
same kind. Reading the catalogue after this 
notice reminds us of the sea-captain’s story, 
and the ejaculation of his listner, ‘I 
want to know!” at the end of an extra- 
ordinary statement. We are in precisely the 
same position as this listener—we ‘‘ want to 
know ” where are all the works (the “ im-

In the R. I. Historical collections, some of 
these are reprinted, but they cannot be called 
rare in this shape, 

Though the collection of American 
poetry is unusually large, it does not 
contain the greatest rarities in this de- 
partment. Not one of the editions of Anne 
Bradstreet’s poems is described, and many 
rare books mentioned in Kettell’s list are not 
included. Now that the sale is over, we are 
gratified to know that nearly all the Ameri- 
can Poetry goes to an already large collec- 


tion, which promises to become a really fine | 


one. 

The classification is rather puzzling, e. g., 
under the head of Pamphlets, we find seven 
or eight relating to Washington. On page 
506, in the alphabetical arrangement, there 
are others on the same subject. Lots 
5157 and 6541 are ingeniously catalogued to 
look like different books, but they are the 
same. Lots 5161 and 5162, catalogued as 


two distinct pamphlets, are but one, by two | 


authors. 

The notes on the books are gen- 
erally extracted from Mr. Greene’s MS. 
memoranda inserted in the volumes. Some 
of them are amusing, others clumsy, 
a few instructive, but many erroneous. In 
almost every instance where a book is said to

part of Mr, Rich’s plan to include such pub- 
lications, An extensive note follows lot 1850, 
but it is incorrect in several particulars, 

Some things are “‘ strangely mixed.” In the 
Poetry, following Griswold’s Female Poets of 
America, is a copy of the Statement of his 
Relations with Charlotte Myers—anything 
but poetical we imagine. 

One of the most curious books in the col- 
lection, is lot 504, a series of Poems, by the 
Rev. William Cook, printed at Salem, written 
in a most villainous verse, printed on 
poor paper, and illustrated with barbarous 
wood-cuts done by the author, who was his 
own printer and publisher.

In the collation no mention is made of the leaf 
giving the names of the Books of the Old and 
New Testaments, and this would appear to be 


ceive. It isthe second and not the first 
edition as is implied in the last part of the 
note, and any one not knowing the difference 
would be easily misled. It is true that ‘the 
last which turned up in London, was a Du- 
plicate of (sic) the Bodleian Library ” and 
“B. 2,” may have “sold it to (sic) Amer- 
ica,” but it was sent hither (in 1861) by Mr. 
Stevens of London, who repeatedly offered 
it to American collectors for 100 guineas. It 
was finally purchased by Mr. Bruce, in 
whose collection it was lately sold, but in- 
stead of “‘tetching nearly z000 dollars,” 
brought exactly 1130 dollars, only a little

BOOK NOTICES. 


The Histor of ‘the Halleck Guards quiet- 
ly approy sriated trom different Sources. By 
a a Richards. St. Lous: RR. P.-Stud- 
ley S Co., Printers, 1869. 410, pp, 
(1). Plate. 

This elegant volume can scarcely be said 
to form an important contribution to the 
history of the late war, but rather a detailed 
statement of the movements of a small band 
of volunteers in Missouri, who were ready 
for any fate that might befall them; that they 
suffered but little was a piece of good for- 
tune. We suspect that one of the articles 
was not “quietly appropriated,” but a part 
of the editor’s Autobiography. 

The volume is printed in a very superior 
style, the only fault being in the use of head- 
pieces as tail-pieces. 

The Editor seems determined that his book 
shall be scarce, for only ten copies have been 
printed, and these for presentation. The 


pate is a humorous engraving of “ Eye 
right,” in which they are all wrong—the at. 
traction to the ‘‘ left” being superior to the 
demands of the “ right.”

Memoirs of an American Lady (Vol. 1 
P- 335-)-—If this work cannot now be got 
it is a great pity,—it ought to go down to 
posterity; a more valuable or interesting ac- 
count of a particular state of socitey now 
quite extinct, can hardly be found. Instead 
of saying that “it is the work of Mrs. 
Grant, the author of this and that,” I should 
say of her other books that they were writ- 
ten by the author of the Memoirs of an 
American Lady. The character of the in- 
dividual lady, her way of keeping house on a 
large scale, the state of the domestic slaves, 
threatened, as the only known punishment 
and most terrible to them, with being sold to 
Jamaica ; the customs of the young men at 
Albany, their adventurous outset in life, their 
practice of robbing one another in joke (like 
acurious story at Venice, in the story-book 
called J/ Peccarone, and having some connec- 
tion with the stories of the Spartan and 
Circassian youth), with much of natural 
scenery, are told without peetension of 
style; but unluckily there is too much in- 
terspersed relating to the author herself, then 
quite young.

AMERICA KNOWN TO THE ANCIENTS. 


To the list of authorities on this subject 
given in Volume i., p. 342, I have the plea- 
sure to add Father Laffiteau; Bossu*, in his 
Travels through Louisiana ; ” and though last, 
not least, Acosta, who in his Naturall and 
Morall Historie of the East and West Indies, 
translated by E. G, [rimestone], 1604, 4to, 
devotes eighty-one pages to a review of the 
opinions of the ancients on the new world, 

The similarity which has been observed to 
exist between the manners of several Ameri- 
can nations, and those of some of the oldest 
nations on our continent, which seems to 
demonstrate that this country was not un- 
known in ancient times, has been traced by 
Nicholls, in the first part of his Conference with 
a Theist, in several particulars, viz. burning 
of the victim in sacrifices, numbering by 
tens, fighting with bows and arrows, their 
arts of spinning, weaving, &c. The argu- 
ments, multitudinous as they are, adduced by 
Adair for his hypothesis that the American 
Indians are descended from the Jews, serve 
to prove that the known or old world fur- 
nished the new one with men. To these 
may be added the coincidents noticed in

CALIFORNIA, 

In the Voyage Round the World, by 
Captain George Shelvocke, begun Feb. 1719, 
he says of California (Harris’s Collection, 
vol. i., p. 233) :— 

“The soil about Puerto, Seguro, and very likely 
in most of the valleys, is a rich black mould, 


which, as you turn it fresh up to the sun, appears as’ 


if intermingled with gold dust, some of which we 
endeavored to purify and wash from the dirt; but 
though we were a little prejudiced against the 
thoughts that it could be possible that this metal 
should be so promiscuously and universally mingled 
with common earth, yet we endeavored to cleanse 
and wash the earth from some of it; and the more 
we did the more it appeared like gold. In order to 
be further satisfied I brought away some of it, which 
we lost in our confusion in China.”

GOLD IN CALIFORNIA, 


(Vol. ii., p. 132). 

E. N. W. refers to Shelvocke’s voyage of 
1719, in which reference is maie to the 
abundance of gold in the soil of California, 
In Hakluyt’s Voyages, printed in 1599-1600, 
wil] be found much earlier notices on this 
California was first discovered in 
the time of the Great Marquis, as Cortes 
was usually called. There are accounts of 
these early expeditions by Francisco Vas- 
quez Coronada, Ferdinando Alarchon, Fa- 
ther Marco de Nica, and Francisco de Ulloa, 
who visited the country in 1539 and 1540. 
It is stated by Hakluyt that they were as far 
to the north as the 37th degree of latitude, 
which would be about one degree south of 
San Francisco. I am inclined, however, to 
believe from the narrations themselves that 
the Spanish early discoveries did not extend 
much beyond the 34th degree of latitude, 


| being little higher than the Peninsular or 


Lower California. In all these accounts, 
however, distinct mention is made of abund- 
ance of gold. In one ef them it is stated 
that the natives used plates of gold to scrape 
the perspiration off their bodies ! 

The most curious and distinct account, 
however, is that given in ‘‘ The famous voy- 
age of Sir Francis Drake into the South 
Sea, &c., in 1577,” which will be found in 
the third volume of Hakluyt, page 730, e¢ 
seg. 1 am tempted to make some extracts 
from this, and the more so because a very 
feasible claim might be based upon the trans- 
action in favor of our Sovereign Lady the 
Queen. At page 737, I find: 

“The 5th day of June (1759) being in 43 degrees 
wards the pole Arctike, we found the ayre so colde, 
that our men being grievously pinched with the 
same, complained of the extremitie thereof, and the 
further we went, the more colde increased upon us, 
Whereupon we thought it best for that time to seeke 
the land, and did so, finding it not mountainous, but 
low plaine land, till we came within thirty degrees 
toward the line. In which height it pleased God to 
send us into a faire and good baye, with a good winde 
to enter the same. In this baye wee anchored.” 


A glance at the map will show that “in 


a 
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this baye” is now situated the famous city of | 
San Francisco, | 

Their doings in the bay are then narrated, 
and from page 738 I extract the follow- 
ing :— 

“When they [the natives with their king] had 
satisfied themselves [with dancing, &c.] they made 
signes to our General [Drake] to sit downe, to whom 
the king and divers others made several orations, or | 
rather supplications, that hee would take their pro- 
vince or kingdom into his hand, and become their 
king, making signes that they would resigne unto him 
their right and title of the whole land, and become 
his subjects. In which, to persuade us the better, 
the king and the rest with our consent, and with 
great reverence, joyfully singing a song, did set the 
crown upon his head, inriched his necke with all 
their chaines, and offred unto him many other 
things, honouring him by the name of Hioh, adding 
thereunto, as it seemed, a sign of triumph; which 
thing our Generall thought not meet to reject, be- 
cause he knew not what honour and profit it might 
be to our countrey. Whereupon,in the name and to 
the use of Her Majesty, he took the scepter, crowne, 
and dignitie of the said country into his hands, 
wishing that the riches and treasure thereof might 
so conveniently be transported to the inriching 
of her kingdom at home, as it aboundeth in ye same. 

“ Our Generall called this countrey Nova Albion, 
and that for two causes; the one in respect of the 
white bankes and cliffes, which lie towards the sea, 
and the other, because it might have some affinities 


with our countrey in name, which sometime was so 
called.” 


Then comes the curious statement : 


“ There is no part ofearth heere to be taken up where- 
in there is not some probable show of gold or silver.” 


The narrative then goes on to state that 
formal possession was taken of the country 
by putting up a “‘ monument” with “a piece 
of sixpence of current English money under 
the plate,” &c. 

Drake and the bold cavaliers of that day 
probably found that it paid better to rob the 
Spaniard of the gold and silver ready made 
in the shape of “the Acapulco galleon,” or 
such like, than to sift the soil of the Sacra- 
mento for its precious grains. At all events, 
the wonderful richness of the “‘ earth’ seems 
to have been completely overlooked or for- 
gotten. So little was i- suspected, until the 
Americans acquired the country at the peace 
with Mexico, that in the fourth volume of 
Knight’s National Cyclopadia, published 
early in 1848, in speaking of Upper Califor- 
nia, it is said, “‘ very little mineral wealth 
has been met with”! A few months after, 
intelligence reached Europe how much the 
reverse was the case. ; =F
